That's the way Smilin' Jack Curtice describes his band of Ute 
warriors. Admitting that the Redskins are going to be better than 
they were in 1950, Jack quickly adds that his young Braves are not 
going to win any championships. His reason? At least two Skyline 
teams are too experienced and too deep for him, but Mr. Curtice 
promises these unnamed foes that their experience and depth will 
need all the tape and gauze available on the days when they meet 
Utah's rejuvenated Redskins. 

With a spring intrasquad game behind them, the Red and White 
youngsters, largely sophomore and junior men, are primed for a red 
hot season. They'd better be. They have 11 tough games. 

Upcoming first will be Montana State's alert crew from Bozeman. 
They haven't been to Mormontown for many years but are anxious to 
make the day memorable. 

Arizona's Wildcats are always tough to beat--and more so than 
ever in the sunny climes of Tucson.

The last time the Utes tangled with Oregon State, they should 
have stood in bed. Most of them ended up there anyway, cuddling 
plaster casts. These Pacific (a poorly chosen word, if we ever heard 
one) Coast powerhousers are again on-the Redskin docket, so Jack 
and his fearless few will be in for plenty trouble. 

Brigham Young's Cougars worked the Utes for a tie last year, 
a feat which benumbed all Salt Lake City—as well as the Provo 
faithful. The playoff this season should be a ripper. Denver did 
likewise, ditto. Colorado, ditto, ditto—as 1950 saw Utah tied more 
times than any previous Red € White team.
